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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 and 16-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is ah examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest, "a mounting member having a principal surface, said 
mounting member entirely made of glass and having a core and a cladding formed 
therein, said cladding having its surface to form said principal surface in whole" as set 
forth in the claimed combination. Claims 2 and 3 are also allowable based upon their 
dependence on claim 1 . 

Claim 4 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest, "ah optical waveguide entirely made of glass, having a 
core and a cladding formed therein and having a principal surface, with said optical 
element mounted oh said principal surface, for guiding light emitted from said optical 
element or light admitted to said optical element, said cladding having it is surface to 
form said principal surface in whole" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 5- 
12 and 16 are also allowable based upon their dependence on claim 4 

Claims 1 7 and 1 8 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the 
prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, "a mounting member having a principal 
surface, said mounting member entirely made of glass and having a core and a 
cladding formed therein, said cladding having its surface to form said principal surface 
in whole" as set forth in the claimed combination. 
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The pridr art of record, Forrest et al and Hayashi teach an optical module 
comprising a mounting member having a principal surface, ah interconnect formed on 
the mounting member, an optical element mounted on the principal surface and 
connected to the interconnect and a semiconductor element driving said optical 
element, said semiconductor element mounted on said principal surface and wherein 
said mounting member is an optical waveguide. However, neither Forrest nor Hayashi 
teach that the mounting member is the waveguide itself having a core and a cladding 
formed therein and wherein the cladding forms the principal surface in whole and there 
is no motivation or teaching to modify this difference as derived. Forrest et al and 
Hayashi teach a mounting member which is a block with an optical fiber mounted in V- 
shaped grooves in the block.
